WHAT THE NEW 
E.S.B. RATES MEAN. 


The new reduced rates for 
domestic electricity announced 
by the Electricity Supply Board 
apply to all consumers in the 
areas mentioned above who are 
on the valuation or two-part 
tariff. 


In Dublin, Rathmines and Pem- 
broke the unit charge has been 
8d., plus 10 per cent., and in 
all the other areas 114. The 
extra 10 per cent. in Dublin, 
Rathmines and Pembroke is now 
removed, and in the other areas 
the 14d. per unit is reduced 
to 4d. for the first 360 units con- 
sumed in the two-monthly bill. 
ing period and 4d. a unit for all 
electricity used over the 360 
units for any domestic purpose, 
except water-heating. 


For water-heating the new rate 
of charge is $d. per unit for the 
first 360 units in the two-monthly 
period used, and for electricity 
used for water-heater above that 
figure the rate is $d. per unit. 


These new reduced rates make 
the all-electric house the most 
economical proposition for 
people of moderate means, 


Take an average family of six 
persons having an all-electric 
house. For cooking they would 
use not more than 360 units over 
each two-monthly period. Thus, | 
they would pay at the rate of $d. 
per unit for the electricity used 
for cooking, and for electricity 
used for heating, vacuum clean- 
ing, ironing, washing-machine . 
and refrigerator the unit charge 
would be the extremely low one 
of 4d. per unit. 


The cost of running a house on the 
all-electric system with these new 
rates will be very definitely cheaper 
than by using other means for cook 
ing, water-heating, etc. Apart from.

THE PROMOTION 
SYSTEM. 


Tea Free State Government is faced 


with opposition from its staff organisa- 

tions on three fronts: The Civil Service 
Federation, representing thirteen staff 
organisations, demands action on the question 
of permanent arbitration machinery. They 
refused a Ministerial invitation to a dis- 
cussion through the present Representative 
Council. Yesterday the Minister said that 
he might be obliged to decide the arbitra- 
tion questioa without the federation’s 
assistance. The fedération executive has 
heen summoned to a special meeting to-night 
to consider ‘‘the serious deadlock.”’ 

The Post Office Workers’ Union has sub- 
mitted a claim for higher wages in thirty 
grades, The desired increases range from 
slightly under 20 pe: cent. to almost 40 
per cent. ‘‘The present wages are an out- 
rage,’ declares Mr. W. Norton, T.D., the 
upion’s general sos; Ó 

The Civil Service Clerical Association is 
agitating for a change in the examination 
system for promotioas to the junior execu- 
tive. More than 70 per cent. of the eligible 
members have decided not to compete in 
the next examination. arranged for Deceniber. 

Yesterday the Civil Service Federation 
issued copies cx its correspondence with the 
Minister for Finance on the subject of the 
proposed permanent arbitration machinery. 
The fedération stated on Monday last that a 
‘serious deadlock’ existed in regard to this 
matter, and a special meeting had been 
called to deal with the situation. This 
correspondence will coms before the meeting 
to-night, and it is said that an ‘‘ entirely 
new sine of approach to the Minister ” will 
be considered. 


BRENNAN COMMISSION, 


The federation objected to an interim 
report presented by the Brennan Commission 
upon the arbitration question, and decided 
not to discuss it at the present Representa- 
tive Council, from which the federation 
withdrew. 

The Federation’s letter to the Minister 
states :—‘* Having regard to the attitude taken 
up generally by the mémbers of the Com- 
mission, a discussion would inevitably involve 
a sg; NEE. of the décision alréady taken by 
the Government to establish an Arbitration 
Board to settle matters in dispute between 
the Executive Council and the Service. 

“The Federation, by placing outside the 
region of practical consideration the possi- 
bility that the Government would seek an 
excuse to repudiate the mandate sought and 
obtainéd from the electorate for the establish- 
mént of a Civil Service Arbitration Board, 
has no doubt that it is paying a deserved 
tributé to the scrupulous respect with which 
the Government intends to treat its pledged 
word to the Service.”’ 

The letter continues that the Representa- 
tive Council is ‘‘obviously unfitted’’ to pro- 
ceed to work on an arbitration scheme, and 
the Federation suggests the building of a 
special conference of Government and Service 
representatives. The basis of discussion put 
forward would be “the fully detailed scheme 
of arbitration placed by the Federation before 
the Brennan Commission.” i 

Pending révision of existing arrangements 
for negotiation the Federation and, as it is 
understood, the other associations hitherto 
taking part in the Representative Cauncil’s 
proceedings, considered it inadvisable that the 
‘present out-of-date machinéry’’ should be 
utilised, 

This was the Federation’s letter of July 4, 
1934. The Minister replied to it on October 
4. He expressed regret that the Federation 
had decided not to discuss the Brennan re- 
port at the Representative Council “ without 
any prior consultation with the Minister or 
with the Chairman of the Council.” 

The Minister also observed with concern the 
decision to take no further part in the Council] 
on any matter. 

“The Minister has given a direction that 
notices will continue to be issued to the staff 
organisations for the usual quarterly meetings 
of the Council. It must be obvious to the 
staff side that if they decline to attend these 
meetings the Minister may be obliged, how- 
ever reluctant he may be to do go, to post- 
pone action on the (Brénnan) report indefinitely 
or, alternatively, to proceed to a decision 
without their assistance.’’ 


POST. OFFICE WORKERS, 


In the latest. issne of An Dion, the organ 
of the Post Office Workers’ Union, a state- 
ment.is given of the wage claim which has 
been presented to the Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs by the Union. 

The claim is put forward by Mr. Norton. 

The outstanding characteristics of Post 
Office wages, he says, are the very low 
minima and maxima prescribed for the diffe- 
rent grades. -In March, 1933, there were in 
the employmet of the Post Office 8,411 
workers. Of these 4,141 (3,745 part-time) 
were paid wages not exceeding 30s. a week. 
There were 554 paid bétweén 30s. and 40s. 
a week, 2,281 between 40s. and 60s., 1,087 
between 60s. and 80s., and 358 exceeding 80s. 
a week, There were 2,158 officers in receipt 
of inclusive wages of less than 20s. a week. 

“ No other branch of the State service is 
so hye g remnnerated,” writes Mr. 
Norton, “' and, indeed, it is doubtful whether 
any parallel will be found in private industry 
for such widespread underpayment.” 

As a result of changes in grading and im- 
provement in remuneration of the different 
general service grades, hé says, the genera! 
body of civil servants have improved their 
basis scale of salaries, but the Post Office 
gradés have remained almost stationary in 
this respéct. The ‘‘ wretchedly low basic 
rates of wages ’’ éven with the cost of living 
bonus do not provide fair rémuneration for 
the responsible work which the staff performs. 

Various tablés aré givén to show the effect 
of the cost of living variation. In one such 
table it is shown that a worker who in 1921, 
when the cóst of living bonus was 165, re- 


£2 16s. in 1931, the last véar of the former 
Government, and in Juné, 1934, was réceiving 
£2 14s. ód., the index figure having fallen to 
55. The severe reductions suffered by the 
Post Office staff have brought their rémunera- 
tion to a record low level. 


THE MAXIMA WAGES, 


Complaint also is madé that, low though 
the mazima wages are, they are only 
reached after a long increméntal scale. - A 
malé entering Grade A as a post office 
assistant under the age of eighteen receives 
18s. a week, and doés not reach the maximam 
of 70s. a week until he is forty years of age. 
The conditions are also irksome, the 
duties involving two, three, or four attend. 
ances, often spread over a period of fifteen 
hours a day. 

‘Post, Office employés,” he said, “ have 
every right to expect that the State will re- 
move the stigma that it pays sweated rates 
of wages. No plea of cost can justify the 
continuance of these wages, which are an out- 
rage against every shred of Christian teaching 
and living. i 

“Thé inevitable consequences of the con- 
tinued gross underpayment of the Post Office 
staff has been to cause hardship and suffering 
and to perpétuate grave discontent in the 
Service.’’ 

The Minister is asked to receive a députa- 
tion to discuss the matter.

The minor staff posts had been created to 
deal with increased work arising from the 
Government’s activities and increased social 
services.

When the omnibus 
in which they arrived drew up outside the 
Courthouse the prisoners were: loudly 
cheered by men and gitls in blue shirts 
and blouses. . 

Mr. J. J. Power, State Solicitor, prose- 
cuted, and Mr. T. E. Bennett, solicitor, 
and Mr. J. O’B. Kelly, solicitor, appeared 
for the defendants. 

Mr. Power said that he had only one 
witness to examine, John Lynch, one of 


the delendants, against whom charges 
were withdrawn. 
Lynch, a farm labourer, living at 


Croagh, now stated that he never saw 
any of the defendants felling trees or tele- 
graph poles. The statement he made to 
detectives and signed was false and was 
made under duress. 

Mr. Power said that, as the witness had 
repudiated. the signed statement upon 
which the other fourteen defendants were 
arrested and charged, he could not pro- 
ceed further with the case. 

Sergeant Keegan, Rathkeale, in evi- 
dence, stated that the statement was not 
got from Lynch under threat. 

Tne Justice said that he had no option 
but to refuse informations. 

The result was received with loud cheer- 


Colonel Liam Fraher and Captain Denis 
Quish, officers in the Blue SLirt organisa- 
tion, were pros*cuted for using language 
calculated to lead to a breach of the peace 
at a meeting held at Fedamore, Co.

Captain Quish denied making the state- 
ment attributed to him. He swore that 
what he said was that they used guns 
before and would usa: them again, if 
necessary, but not against the John 
Browns. He was against the tyrannical 
methods of the present Government. 

The Justice said that he was satisfied 
that the defendants had no intention of 
inciting to a breach of the peace and dis- 
missed the charges. 

Four mén named Gerard Hartigan, 
James Barry, William Carmody, and 
David O'Keeffe, from Bruff area, were 
charged with unlawful assembly at Feda- 
more on June 25rd, the occasion of the 
sale of cattle seized for default in pay- 
ment of annuities.

Lord Cushendun is seriously ill at his 
residence, Glenmona, Cushendun, mar 
Antrim.

Lord Cushen- 
dun, as Mr. Ronald McNeill, had a brul- 
liant career at the English Bar, in jour- 
nalism and in politics, and was for a 
period editor of the St. James’s Cazette. 
He was M.P. for Canterbury from 1918 
to 1927, having previously represented for 
seven years the St. Augustine Division of 
Kent. 

He occupied the position of Under-Sec- 
retary of Foreign Affairs, and then Finan- 
cial Secretary to the Treasury, finally be- 
coming Chancellor of the Duchy of Lan- 
caster, with a seat on the Cabinet. During 
the illness of Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
who was then Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, Lord Cushendun had charge of 
the British delegates to the League oí 
Nations at Geneva. He was created a 
Peer in the year 1924. © 

He is the son of Mr. Edmond MeNeill, 
Craigdun Castle, Cullybackey, and his 
family has had long association with the 
County Antrim.

If 
one thing more than another has brought 
new prosperity to our holiday resorts, that 
thing is the Association’s register of 
hotels, which assures the prospective 
visitor that he will find decent accom- 
modation and food at a fixed price. The 
existence of such a register guarantees a 
reasonable standard of comfort, and its 
efficacy is manifest from the remarkable 
difference between the Free State’s hotels 
to-day and the same hotels only ten years 
ago. They have ceased to be a byword 
for dirt, discomfort, bad cooking and worse 
service. There are still—and, doubtless, 
always will be—-a “ black 
sheep '’; but the vast majority of hotels 
that have won a place in the Jrish Tourist 
Association’s register can challenge com- 
parison, in the matter of the essential 
decencies, with the hotels of any other 
country.

of the world’s holiday-makers take their

| accommodation for granted; they are not 


interested in sport, and they tire rapidly 
of the most beautiful scenery, If we wish 
to bring these people to Ireland in their 
tens of thousands, we must offer them 
something more. We must consult their 
tastes and cater for them; we must allow 
them no opportunity of boredom; we must 
entertain them. This newspaper has no 
desire to see the Free State’s coast 
festooned with Brightons and Blackpools— 
accretions which would be monstrously out 
of keeping with the scenery and national 
temperament; but it is high time that we 
should be able to show the visitor some- 
thing better than the patched-up fishing 
villages which we glorify with the name 
of holiday resorts. If models are wanted, 
there are dozens of small resorts on the 
Continent of Europe which possess com- 
fort, individuality and charm, without the 
garish raucousness of the great English 
resorts. We might do worse than accom- 
modate the idea of these small resorts to 
our own uses, 

Now comes the winter, providing the 
natural interval during which the tourist 
industry may prepare for its summer 
season. Many forces can combine to 
ensure that next year’s season will be the 
most successful on record. The Govern- 


ment could do something. It could relax 


| the stringency of the Customs regulations 


which suggest that every visitor from 
Northern Ireland or overseas is a law- 
breaker; and it could permit a certain 
latitude in regard to the licensing laws, 
which are a sore discomfort to our guests 
from less rigid lands. The Tourist 


Association has its familiar and un-

| A Death-Ray. 

An item of news crept into yesterday's 
newspapers, which, if it is true, probably 
is the most important fact that has been 
reported since the end of the Great War. 
In a little village not far from Paris a 
party of merry-makers were taking part in 
a display of traditional dances. All went 
well until suddenly, while they were in the 
middle of a measure, all the dancers 
stopped “dead, as it they had been: 
paralysed. In fact, they were paralysed, 
and they remained in a rigid posture for 
some time to the terror not ohly of them- 
It seems 
that the strange behaviour of the village 
dancers was due to the fact that in a 
neighbouring field French military experts 
were making experiments with a new 
“ death-ray ” which, presumably, will be 
employed in the next war. According to 
the Paris Midi, General Denain, the 
Minister for War, is taking a close 
personal interest in the invention, which 
has been made, ironically enough, by a 
gentleman named M, de Christmas. The 
new ray js based on the scientific fact that 
the human body can stand light rays only 
up to a definitely limited frequency. M. 
de Christmas’s rays are so intense that 
they can kill, or at least paralyse, large 
masses of human beings ; and the inventor 
claims that, whereas in the last War 
attempts were made to protect cities from 
air raids by the extinguishing of all lights, 
in the next war they will be protected by 
curtains of light rays of such intensity 
that no airman will be able to face them. 
The comparatively obscure position that 
was given by most of the newspape:s to 
this remarkable piece of news illustrates 
the manner in which the human imagina- 
tion has been dulled by the experiences of 
the last War. M. de Christmas’s “ death- 
ray,’ if it is anything like what its in- 
ventor states it to be, will surpass the 
wildest dreams of H. G. Wells, or of any 
other writer of imaginative fiction. Its 
possibilities for evil will be almost un- 
limited. It will be worse than all the 
poison gases, the Flammenwerfer, and the 
other horrors of the last War. It will be 
able to put whole communities out of 
action, and to immobilise masses of enemy 
troops, who then can be butchered whole- 
sale by machine guns. The mind 
shudders at the thought of such possibili- 
ties ; yet they must be faced, and it is well 
that the politicians should ponder them. 
A war fought with M. de Christmas’s 
“ death-ray ’’ would be twenty times more 
awful than any previous conflict, and the 
suggestion that a counter-ray may be in- 
vented only serves to make the outlook 
even more horrible. It is interesting to 
note, by. the way, that the French Army 
authorities are experimenting with M. de 
Christmas’s invention. Hitherto it has 
been fashionable to pretend that only the 
Germans adopt such savage methods—that 
they have, as it were, a monopoly in 
Schrecklichkeit. Unhappily, all nations 
in this respect are alike. War Depart- 
ments take no stock of humane methods 
of fighting, They are ready to employ any 


means of attack, however dreadful, if it 


will give them an advantage over their 
‘opponents; and the main difference 
between the Germans and the others is not 
that the Germans are any more brutal, but 
that, on the whole, 
efficient.

British Trade. 


Citizens of the Free State are reminded 
that their only chance of economic salva- 
tion is to live by taking in one another's 
washing. Great Britain, on the other 
hand, sees no value in isolation, and is 
anxiously looking for means to strengthen 
her export trade still further. Since the 
tide of depression turned things have been 
going well for her—so well, indeed, that 
she has little cause to worry about her 
trade position for some time to come. 
Unemployment has gone down, and reports 
from her manufacturing centres show that 
there continues to be a steady improve- 
ment in almost every branch of industry. 
In Sheffield, for instance, the output of 
steel this year is approaching a record; 
in Birmingham the motor industry is 
prospering, and in Bristol the tobacco 
factories are working full time. These are 
only three random examples of the revival 
—all over the country there is the same 
evidence of better days. Yet the men who 
are in touch with the position do not want 
things to rest as they are. Speaking in 
Sheffield on Wednesday, Lord Herbert 
Scott, the President of the Federation of 
British Industries, said that the improve- 
ment of the home market was not enough 
to bring back prosperity or to absorb the 
unemployed. He feared that the pace of 
recovery might be slowing down, and held 
that the only way to meet this tendency 
was to increase still further Great 
Britain’s exports, particularly within the 
Commonwealth. Larger exports mean 
larger imports, and Lord Herbert’s words

improvements both in the social economic 
structure, and in individual lives. 

‘As President Roosevelt remarked so 
truly, and with such keen accuracy of 
judgment, no intelligent observer can 
accuse this country of ‘ undue orthodoxy 
in the present emergency.’ The policy of 
the National Government has been not to 
follow old formule, or to be orthodox. We 
have faced practical problems in a 
practical way, and in relation to the new 
political and economic’ circumstances 
which have been especially marked since 
the end of the War. 

“ Where orthodoxy has appeared to us 
to be the wise guide we have been orthodox. 
Where the orthodoxy of the last. fey 
generations has appeared to us to have 
ceased to correspond to actual conditions, 
we have been unorthodox, and have hit 
out new plans and new social outlooks. 

“That has been the pelicy of the 
National Government in this country, and 
I can tell you this, it will continue to be 
the policy of the Government.”

Since Monday nicht 
when the service was inaugurated, there 
has been a great rush to make calls, with 
the result that delay has become pro- 
nounced, and the time period reduced to 
six minutes. General traffic has increased 
fivefold, the staff has been augmented, and 
every available line brought into use. This 
development has so surprised the officials 
that an inquiry is to be held at head- 
quarters to see what can be done. It is 
suggested that the only remedy is the lay- 
ing of new cables, which not only is an 
expensive business but requires time. 


‘Imported Turkeys.

The Times, in a leading article to-day, 
remarks:—The return of the Prime 
Minister from his holiday with what is 
reported to be restored health and un- 
diminished determination to continue the 
good work of the Government gives the lie 
to the rumours of his imminent retire- 
ment, which were spread during his 
absence by those in whom the wish was 
father to the thought. These rumours are 
only one out of many pinpricks which 
have been felt-—-sometimes felt unneces- 
sarily—by Mr. Macdonald during three 
dificult years. The restoration of his 
health will undoubtedly make it more 
easy for him to appreciate that personal 
criticism and disparagement come mainly 
from those who desire the National 
Government to end, and are completely 
disregarded by those who wish it to con- 
tinue. The supreme task of a Prime 
Minister in a Government composed of 
several parties is to see that co-operation 
remains sincere and fruitful. That task Mr. 
Macdonald has fully discharged, and it is 
all to the good that he has not attempted 
to live up to the false conception of a 
Prime Minister as one whose duty it is to 
sway the House of Commons by oratory on 
every conceivable subject. 

He may owe much to his own courage 
and decision in the fateful days of 1931, 
but the avoidance of the threatened 
catastrophe was not due merely to one 
sudden decision. Recovery would have been 
impossible, because the instrument of 
Government which has brought it about 
would have been severely damaged if at any 
time during the past three years Mr: 
Macdonald had thrown in his hand, and 
the nation should be just as grateful to him 
for remaining at his post in the face of 
physical disabilities and peculiarly bitter 
personal attacks as for the act of courage 
which made the formation of a National 
Government possible. It remains as true 
as ever it was that the political survival at 
this moment of Mr. Macdonald, as the 
most conspicuous symbol of the movement 
for which he stands, is essential if the 
system of National Government is to be 
continued, at least until the foundations 
of prosperity have been securely laid.

HE headquarters of the League of

Colonel Jeremiah Ryan from Arbour Hill

“I am very sorry I cannot see you to- 
day. One of my.visits is already promised, 
and I sent for Commandant Cronin to come 
and see me; so this disposes of the other. 
“T was somewhat’ surprised when I read 
the Gereral’s statement to the League of 
Youth, and his resignation from Fine Gael, 
and his further Press statement that he 
claimed thé léadership of no party. His 
statement to the League of Youth was un- 
deniably in the nature of a farewell mes- 
sage, and though he says it was not Yor 
publication, he has not disclaimed reading 
it at a meeting of the Central Council. Now, 
I cannot at. all reconcile these statements, 
and the tone in which his resignation was 
written, with the campaign ho has now 
entered upon. mn. my opinion, it is one 
which will not get him or the country any- 
where, but it wiil certainly rend Fine Gael 
and the League of Youth to pieces. 
‘“ Yon might remember when the fusion was 
being brought about few liked it, but every- 
body accepted it because of the underlying 
principle—the defeat of Fianna Fail at the 
earliest opportunity—as being the most im- 
portant factor of all. Nobody stressed this 
point more than the General himself, and 
now, when a great organisation is built up, 
which the General himself states in his re- 
signation will be assuredly successful “in 
bringing about the defeat of Fianna Fail, you 
have secondary issues raised, and for the sake 
of fighting out those, and perhaps something 
lesser—the fighting out of who 1s the boss— 
we have to have war to the knife.

PROTEST MEETING IN 
DUBLIN.

A protest meeting against the continued 
importation of outside labour, working at 
less than trade union rates, was held in the 
Mansion House, Dublin, last night. Mr. T. 
Coffey presided, and there was a large 
attendance of builders’ labourers. 

The chairman said that, under recent Acts 
passed by the Oireachtas, contractors who 
were successful in getting contracts for the 
erection of houses for the Corporation wee 
supposed to be compelled to pay fair wages, 
and not to get men to work overtime while 
other men were idle. 

He complained that they had been let 
down by the Labour Party. He said that 
cortractors were employing cheap country 
labour, while Dublin men were idle. 

Mr P. O'Neill suggested that no man get 
a card from any union unless he was five 
years in Dublin. 

Mr. J. Carroll ‘suggested that the three 
unions interested should send officials to see 
that no men were employed as builders’ 
workmen on housing schemes of the Corpora- 


tion unless they were two years in Dublin, 


and that, if any such men were employed, 
they should be removed from the jobs. 
Both suggestions were approved.

One of the most interesting amenities of 
the 200-acré site is to be a swimming pool. 
By a happy chance the area contains a dis- 
used quarry, filled with water, in the centre 
of what might be described as a natural 


park. The authorities, who have been by no 


means deficient in enterprise in carrying out 
the schema, have decided to use this to pro- 
vide the residents with facilities for swim- 
ming which will be envied by the residents 
of many another. housing estate. - te 
The authorities had excelled themselves in 
many other ways. Apart from the efficiency 
shown: by the Housing Section of the Cor- 
poration in framing the general scheme, this 
‘suburban cottage ” area has been laid out 
by the City Architect’s department on re- 
markably good town-planning lines,. and, 
from the engineering point of view, the 
methods adopted are in the nature of a 


_ revelation. The most up-to-date excavating 


machinery has been specially obtained in 
order to grapple with great difficulties arising 
from the soe sub-stratum. 
Having abandoned for the time being the 
tenant-purchase scheme, the Corporation will 
let the new houses on weekly tenancies, the 
weekly rentals being calculated on a basis 
of, roughly, half a crown for each room. 


The Corporation will be assisted substantially 


by a financial grant from the Government 
towards the annual repayment charges, the 
rant being made under the provisions of the 
1932 Act.
